S.O. 876(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (3) and sub-section (5) of sec.ion 30 
of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), tne Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following Order further 
to amend the Tea (Marketing) Control Order, 1984, 
namely :— 

(1) (1) This Order may be called the Tea (Mar¬ 
keting) Con.rol (Amendment) Order, 1993, 

' (2) It shall come into force on the date of its pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In clause 19 of the Tea (Marketing) Control 
Order, 1984,— 

(i) for sub-clause (a), the following sub-clause 

shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(a) packet tea;”; 

(ii) for sub-clause (f), the following sub-clause 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(f) tea exported directly by manufacturers ex¬ 
cept tea sold through auctions abroad;”; 

(iii) the following explanation shall be inserted at 
the end, namely :— 
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Explanation.—'For the purposes of this clause,— 

(a) “packet tea” means tea packed m unit 
packs or containers of type as are ordi¬ 
narily put up for the purposes of retail 
sale under a brand name and includes 
packages known as ‘Jota’ of two packs 
packed together in which the net weight 
of tea contained in the basic pack unit 
does not exceed one kilogram; 

(b) “tea bags” means packets containing 
blended or processed tea in bags made of 
filter paper or nylon net containing not 
more than 60 grams of tea per bag for 
brewing of tea liquor by direct immersion 


of such bags in hot or cold water, and 
commercially knowtn as tea bags; 

(c) 'green tea’ means the variety of manufactur¬ 
ed tea commercially known as green tea; 

(d) “Quick brewing black tea” means a pro¬ 
duct known commercially as tea, conta¬ 
ining not less than 20 per cent (maximum) 
extract and|or concentrate of tea with not 
more than 80 per cent (maximum) manu¬ 
factured tea in black form, and conform¬ 
ing to the PFA specifications used for 
brewing tea liquor in hot or cold water.’
